Divorce is a terrlfio tragedy in 
homo where there are children. Bad 
cnoush. at any time, it Is without 
una gleam ot comfort lo the help- 
less diUdrcn 'whom if robs ol all 
that makes llte ior them, tliey do 
not understand it and they have no 
power to adjust ' thenuelves to It, 
Thoy go with the storm, 

Many Of these children are seni 
to ixMirdlng schools where the teach- 
ers do their best to help them. Ths 
help at most Is nieaser lor St can- 
not reach the source ot trouble. Ko- 
body, nothing on . earth, can makg 
up to a child for.hli bndcen home. 
He needs to feel Its wall about him, 
needs lis familiar sights and amelli, 
Its comlorta. Its protection. Meet of 
bU he needs to feet the presence ot 
his father and mother, abiding with 
him. 

When a ehlld'Ioscs his home and 
hill porentj, he loses his hold o: "' 
Notwdy need try to tell me tha. 
Ing father once a mcaiUi, or golnt 
to mother for a vacation Is any 
good In this situation. Such visits as 
a usual thing only mike tlie tud 
matter worse. What the child needs 
is his home with- both father and 
mother living there with him. There 
la no aubsUtule for thaU 

Driven to Desperation 

Look what happens to children 
who meet this difficulty. First they 
ore homeless, fatherless and mothcr- 
leai, because both parents muil 
function to give a child a heme, 
niey are frightened, confused and 
nahamed before other children. Ihey 
JrcJ drii-en to dt> romeihlnff about 
lU something that will drive off UiU 
feeling ot desperation. 

A tcnsitive one dies b the hoa[4- 
tal. Aruther is found on the ocean 
beach, washed up by the tides. One 
goes to sea under a false name and 
ago and another Joins a circus. One 
tray A-orked up a haired against hij 
mother to whom he had been as> 
signed by the courts, refused to talk 
to her. annoyed her In every pos- 
elble way, managed to have hlrnself 
expelled from the line school ilie 
placed him in. and finally helped 
hinuelf to enough. money to get lo 
his father. "1 wanted to have a fa- 
Lher some as the other boys had." 
Lean Its Mark 

No child wliooe home has been 
broiicn. whose parents hai-e brotcn 
their pledged word lo stand by each 
other and him, goes through the 
experience without mental and aplr- 
ilual hurt. It the mothers who seek 
their freedom In the divorce courts 
would Uilnk first ot what It would 
mean to the children, fewer would 
go that way. If some ot tlie Eelflsh 
falhcni who tire ot Uielr ehlldren'a 
mother and want to take on a 
younger, prettier one in her stead 
would think of what their selllsh. 
ne.i3. iheir baseness, Li lo cost their 
children, they would visit a good 
physician Instead ot lhel[ lawyer, 
and stay home where tliey belong. 

I know this is no simple cut and 
dried affair. I know that there are 
marriages that become unbearable, 
but 1 know loo, that many many a 
broken home Is wrecked by pure tel- 
flshnus, unwillingness lo give an 
inch of room to another's expanding 
self. And !■ admit there are Jusllll- 
ftblo divorces. What I insist upon Is 
Uio duty ot both parents to make 
nil sacrifice needed til maintain a 
home tor the children as long as 
they need It.

Wo can not be certain ol the.rond which 
will bo (ollowcd, but wo can be sure of the 
destination at which moat of Italy will arrive 
very soon. By her own decision or by force ol 
arms she will be out ol the war, n. conquered 
duchy, under Anglo-Ainerlcan govcmment. 

It la Inconceivable at ilrst thought that 
Hitler should permit Italy to drop out' com- 
pletely, thereby giving ua air flelda on the 
relch's border and, at the same time, forclns 
the nazls to stretch their manpower to take 
over the policing of the Balkans. 

But even If he keeps Italy "in the war" the 
line of effective axis defenso probably will be 
drawn on or near the Po, which means that 
ao.OOO square miles of Italian territory— two- 
thlrda of the whole — an almost 28,000,000 of 
the 43,000,000 Italians wlU be In alUed-held 
areas. We shall have thoma]or cities of Rome. 
Genoa, Naples, Palermo, Florence and Ca- 
tania. Of the larger communities only Milan, 
Turin, Venice and Trieste will remain in axis 
hands. 

- What we take, or what Is turned over to us 
aa a result of the upset now under way In 
Italy, wfl shall have to provide for. We shall 
aupply. among other things, food for these 
28,000,000 Italians — much more food than 
they have been getting from the Qermans— 
and we shall have to transport that food in 
craft that otherwise would bo available for 
the war effort. 

Besides food, we shall feel called upon to 
supply a considerable quantity of other Items, 
at least for 'the time being. Including coal 
and petroleum. The balance of trade has been 
"favorable" to Italy technically but favorable 
to Germany actually, because the relch had 
obtained from Italy more than she gave. The 
reverse will be true for us. 

This Is one reason why many have ques- 
tioned whether It was wise to make Italy, the 
relatively weak link In the axis, our flrat.ln- 
vaslon target. 

-Tbe.mattor now. Is- out of ouf, hands. Thfl 
Invasion of Sicily aeema unquestionably to 
have been desirable, whether thereafter wo 
Intended going Into Italy, the Balkans, the 
Rhone valley, or wherever. Maybe we were 
too good for our own good. Our Invasion prov- 
ed to bo such an astounding success that 
now wo have Italy whether or not we want 
hor— If not In the hand, at least rotten and 
quivering ready to drop. 

But the acquisition of the peninsula Is not 
an unmixed blessing. It means, probably, that 
we shall have to tighten our belts a bit more 
at meal time. ' 



GOODBY. JOHN 

It is with complete absence of regret that 
we Icam of the timely death of John Durfec, 
the OWI's conception of the little man vho 
never was there, Mr. Diurfee was not the po- 
litical commentator who said that the war 
win go on even though the king of Italy 
should "usurp power." 

In tact, so far as we can determine John 
Durico never said anything, because there 
wasn't any John Durfee any more than there 
Is any D. C. Speaker or any expert on military 
affairs named Walter Herrlcic In a land of 
I33,SSO,000 persons, mostly vocal and all 
possessed ef vigorous opinions on every sub- 
ject, John Durfee and D. C, Speaker and 
Waller Herrick are figments of the imagina- 
tion. 

For D. C. Speaker there Is an excuse. High- 
ly placed and very authoritative federal of- 
ficials frequently tell newspapennen facts 
for publication which, for reasons good or 
bad, must not be attributed to their source. 
6o D. C. Speaker was coined as a generic 
name for this type of informant. There was 
no secret about him — no pretense that he 
lived and breathed and dreamed and thought 
as a mortal HIa evanescence was a matter of 
record from the beginning. 

But those guys £)urfes and Herrick were 
ghosts ol dlflerent chemLstry. Ttay were 

, used only in foreign broadcasts by the OWI; 
the pretense was made that they Actually 
existed; and the Idea seemed to be to trick 
our foreign listeners into believing that hero 
in the United States were recognized com- 

-mcntatora of standing and repute—Durfee 
on politics and Herrick on milltuT affairs—

VIEWS OF OTHERS 

OF QUESTIONABLE PROPRIETY 
The Idaho pardon board has authorUed Atty. Oen. 
Bert MUler to take teitlmony at Twin FoUs tn the 
matter ot the application of Duncan UcD. Johnston 
for pardon— and to subpoena witnesses to appear be- 
fore him to Blve testimony. We quesUcn the propriety 
of such a course. The pardon board Is not a trial 
court, and It should not permit the friends ot John- 
ston to make a spectacle of his pleas for clemency. 
The murder of which Johnston was twice convicted 
was a planned one. The evidence. J.'hlch was In no 
way contradicted, seems to Indicate thst It-woa plan- 
ned to relievo Johnston oS a debt. Every resort to tha 
courts has Been exhausted ond without the presen- 
tation ot new evidence, the conviction should stand. 
The pardon board has now lour times refused dem- 
ency,>afler Btving every opportunity lor the presen- 
tation ot new evidence. No new evidence has been pre- 
senuid nor have any of the tacts urged upon the 
boards attention indicated that the courts erred In his 
conviction. Johnston continues to declare his Inno- 
cence and. even admitting that he might not person- 
ally have fired the shot that killed the victim of the 
murder, therft is evidence that Johnston must have 
Imown mor« about It than ho has told. Until he 
comes completely clean, or Is able to produce new 
and convincing evIdeiKC ot his Innocence, there b no 
reason for Um pardon board to continue hearlnp In 
his ease. Tha fact that Johniton was once the mayor 
ot hli home town and once the nominee of hb party 
lor congressman does not entitle him to special con- 
sideration. He li a Cwlee>eonvlct<d llnt-degree mur- 
derer and notblng In any svldanct so Isr brought to 
light lndlcat«B any mitigating circumstance. In fact 
his friends seem to have tried to confute the polnU 
at Issue by ancmymous letlen and other questionable 
pToceedlngi. Poaslbb' tha itala should have run down 
the letter writer*— and maybe It did. Any»,-ay, we do 
not see the propriety of tha new proceedings. The par- 
don board la not a trial court.— Poeatello Tribune.

Backed up by her husband and 
Attorney Dunn, Mr*.

Arthur Peters, 
Twin Falls post adjutant, upheld the 
letter, and declared Helms was 
speaking without authority. Then 
cnme E^arl Bhuttuck, Buhl, senior 
department vice • commander, and 
asserted that the Twin Falls poat 
had no right to take either side in 
the Johnston mailer.
